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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. 





“And they were all filled with the 


Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4 
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speaking In Tongues Evidence Of 


v. 1. It is true that the word “charity” 
can be termed LOVE without doing any 
violence to the scripture. 

“He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue.” Here the writer has ref- 
erence to a tongue that is not known to 
man. “Tongue” means “language”  re- 
gardless of the nationality, but evidently 
Paul knew that there was a tongue spok- 
en under the power of the Holy Ghost 
that no man would understand, or at 
least these are his words. There are 7,664 
languages and dialects spoken in the 
world and the Holy Ghost knows every 
one of them and can speak them fluent- 
ly, but evidently Paul refers to a tongue 
that no man understands. 


v. 3. The Church has never minified 
prophecy which is twofold. First, to 
prophesy is to foretell coming events, or 
second, to speak under the inspiration of 
the power of God to the congregation. 

v. 4. The greater part of our services 
are spoken in our own native tongue, bu: 
we do not object to speaking under the 
power of God by the Holy Ghost. Paul 
is here straighteni ng out a confusion at 
Corinth, and he is telling them that it is 
better to prophesy or to speak a language 
that some one can understand. He plain- 
ly states that one whe speaks in an un- 
known tongue edifieth himself, and this 
is a great blessing. So few are able to edi- 
fy themselves. 

v. 5. Here Paul plainly says, “I would 
that ye all spake with tongues,” and he 
had reference to speaking under the pow-

er of the Holy Ghost and not a language 


that some one had learned or mastered. 
He again exhorts them that prophecy is 
a greater blessing to the congregation 
that doesn’t understand the tongue spoken 
by the Holy Ghost through some person, 
but in the latter part of the -verse he 
brings the one who speaks in tongues on 
a level with the one who prophesies, for 
he says, “Except ye interpret.” In other 
words, if he interpreteth it in his own 
language, he is equal to the one who pro- 
phesieth, because it edifies the body. 
There is no scripture in the Bible that 
says any language is dead. 

v. 6. In this verse Paul admonishes the 
church, saying, “If I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I profit 
you, except I shall speak to you either by 
revelation, or by knowledge, or by pro- 
phesying, or by doctrine?” In the first 
part of the verse he refers to speaking un- 
der the power of the Holy Ghost and 
makes the plain statement that he that 
does this does not edify the body if he 
does not interpret or give some revelation 
that could be understood, of what God is 
saying thru him. The languages that men 
may learn are not in the mind of the 


writer in this verse regardless of how 
many languages he could speak, He has 
no reference to men speaking in their 
own wisdom bnt is referring ro the Holy 
Ghost speaking through them. 

vv. 7-12. Here he says that things 
without life giving sound, whether pipe 
or harp, except they give a distinction in 
the sounds, how shall it be known what 
is piped or harped? Of course it is always 
good for those who are playing instru- 
ments to understand and play with intel- 
ligence so that they may edify others. The 
Holy Ghost has always intelligently 
worked with people and the utterances 
through the instrument (the human 
tongue) have always had an edifying ef- 
fect whether the hearers know what is 
said or not. But when the Spirit speaks 
through one, regardless of what language 
he may speak, God always uses it for His 
glory and to edify the one speaking. If 
it be interpreted, it edifies the congre- 
gation. Paul dwells at length in these 
verses on the congregation that doesn’t 
understand the voice that is speaking and 
except they understand they cannot be 
edified, but this does not minify speak- 
ing in tongues under the power of the 
Holy Ghost. 

There is no warrant for this criticism 
regarding speaking in many languages 
that may be learned or acquired by men. 
Paul does not have any reference to the 
languages that men may learn, but he 
is offsetting their coming. together and 
doing nothing but exercising themselves

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The Dispensation ...... . 
ot Human Government 


Under conscience man failed utterly 
and the judgment of the flood marks the 
end of the second dispensation and the 
beginning of the third. After the ark had 
landed on Mount Ararat Noah and _ all 
who were with him in the ark went forth 
out of the ark. Gen. 8:19, ““And Noah 
built an altar unto the Lord and took of 
every clean beast, and of évery clean 
fowl, and offered burnt offerings on the 
altar and the Lord smelled a sweet savour 
and the Lord said in his heart, I will not 
again curse the ground any more for 
man’s sake, for the imagination of man’s 
heart is evil from his youth, neither will 
I again smite any more every thing liv- 
ing as I have done. While the earth re- 
maineth, seedtime and harvest, and cold 
and heat, summer and winter, day and 
night shall nor cease.” Here we have in 
Gen. 8:20-22 the covenant God made 
with Noah and his sons. Noah being ae 
preacher of righteousness continues his 
sacrifice and worship after the flood and 
this brings the mind of the Lord into ten- 
der mercy and love toward him and these 
verses are a copy of the third or Noahic 
covenant. 

HUMANITY UNDER A NEW TEST 

Its distinctive feature is the institu- 
tion, for the first time, of human govern- 
ment—the government of man by man. 
It foliows that the chird dispensation is 
distinctively that of human government. 
Man is responsible to govern tne world 
for God. That responsibility rested upon 
the whole race, Jew and Gentile, until the 
failure of Israel under the Palestinian 
covenant (Deut. 28th chapter through 
10th verse of the 30th chapter) brought 
the judgment of the captivities, when 
“the times of the Gentiles” (see Luke 
21:24; Rev. 16:14) began, and the gov- 
ernment oi che world passed exclusively 
into Gentile hands (Dan. 2:36-45; Luke 
21:24; Acts 15:14-17). That both Israel 
and the Gentiles have governed for self, 
not God, is sadly apparent. 


THE ELEMENTS OF THE DIFFER- 
ENT COVENANTS 


First, the relation of man to the earth 
in the Adamic covenant (Gen. 8:21). 
Second, the order of nature is confirmed 
(Gen. 8:22). Third, the establishment of 
human government (Gen. 9:1-6). 
Fourth, the second promise against an- 
other universal flood (Gen. 8:21; 9:11). 
Fifth, an inferior race to descend from 
Ham (Gen. 9:24, 25). Sixth, the de- 
claration that Shem will have a peculiaz 
relation to the Lord (Gen. 9:26, 27). 
All divine revelation in this dispensation 
is through Semitic men and Christ after 


the flesh descends from Shem. We find

in this account of prophecy that from 
Japheth shall descend the enlarged race 
(Gen. 9:27). 


THE POST-DILUVIAN DISPEN- 
SATION 


If ever the human race had an oppor- 
tunity to work out the theory of human 
government, it was right after the flood. 
Noah was an old man over 600 years of 
age, full of wisdom and experience, and 
his family, all of whom had _ reached 
manhood and womanhood, for the young- 
est, Shem was 98 years old, were quaji- 
fied for self-government. Behind them 
was the flood with ali its warnings, and 
in addition the accumulated knowledge 
from Adam down to their day. They had 
also the advantage of a new covenant, 
called the Noahic covenant. Gen. 8:20- 
22. Noah also reestablished the true mode 
of worship by erecting an altar and sac- 
rificing thereon, but the dispensation was 
a failure like the previous one. 

God commanded Noah and his sons to 
be fruitful and multiply and replenish the 
earth, but instead of scattering, their pos- 
terity kept together and sought to build 
a capital city and ‘“‘make themselves a 
name” by building a tower to heaven. 
This was disobedience, and God came 
down and confused their speech, and scat- 
tered them abroad over the face of the 
earth. Gen. 11:1-9. Even the names of 
the builders, except Nimrod (Gen. 10: 
8-10) are unknown. Here we have the 
origin of the different languages of the 
earth. The miracle was reversed at Pente- 
cost, Acts 2:4. 

NIMROD 

See Gen. 10:8, 9. Nimrod became a 
mighty hunter. Up to this time all the 
Adamic race was together and spoke one 
language. This man who was a great 
leader and a mighty man of influence, 
seemed to direct the people under him. 
Gen. 11:2,4 gives an account of their 
journeyings from the east and they found 
a plain in the land of Shinar and dwelt 
there. And they said one to another, “Go 
to, let us make brick, and burn them 
thoroughly.” And they had brick for 
stone, and slime had they for mortar. 
And they said, “Go to, let us build us a 
city and a tower, whose top may reach 
unto heaven; and ler us make us a name, 
lest we be scattered abroad upon the face 
of the whole earth.” 

The thought is, they wanted to estab-

lish a name. We have been taught that 
Nimrod built a tower that he might 
climb to the top and be safe if another 
flood should come. But they built this 
tower in order to establish a name for 
themselves. This name would be a herald 
forever, and proclaim to the world by 
that great monument their ability and 
skill in governing their nation and build- 
ing their city. Doubtless Satan put this 
into Nimrod’s mind as he was well taught 
in sacrificing and worship. God had 
visited his fathers and gave them direc- 
tions many times and he was not ignorant 
of God’s will concerning man. God's 
name should have been first and if Nim- 
rod had kept this in view he would have 
been a success. 


Exod. 3:15 teaches concerning God’s 
name and the way it should be honored 
and how He should be held in high es- 
teem and have the first place in our 
minds and hearts. God’s name is His me- 
morial and in order that the nations re- 
member the Lord, we must have some 
way of bringing His name before the 
people so that they will remember Him. 
His name is to be held up to all genera- 
tions. There isn’t any wonder that the 
establishment of the Church of God is 
held up high in many congregations. 
That is the reason many people oppose 
the Church. The enemy comes in and 
presents things ro them and causes them 
to turn against the name of the Lord. 
Read Hosea 12:4, 5 and see what he 
says on this subject. 


SACRIFICING TO GOD 

The first men born on earth, Cain and 
Abel, went to the altar to worship God. 
Abel made his sacrifice which was ac- 
ceptable unto the Lord. He offered a 
lamb or the firstlings of the flock, which 
was a type of the shed blood. But when 
Cain came he brought of the fruit of the 
earth and it is said that he brought it in 
a careless way with but little regard as 
to its quality and seemed not to care 
whether it pleased the Lord or not. In 
fact, his attitude was the denial of a 
bloody sacrifice, He seemed to say by his 
action, that anything will do. Nimrod, 
in his building the tower, was thinking 
of his own advancement and the praise 
that he would receive from the people 
and he did nor properly regard the Lord 
in his efforts.

Nimrod’s main advisor was his wife 
Semiramis and she comes with the same 
thought, yet she knows it would not do 
to try to combat with the same religion 
that Abel represented and !ater was rep- 
resented by Seth. The trend of the Scrip- 
tures teaches us that Abel and Seth were 
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consecrated to the Lord and Nimrod and 
Semiramis were well acquainted with 
their lives and worship. Semiramis be- 
ing a haughty, ungodly woman, follows 
the example of Cain. Seemingly she 
thought that anything would do and 
failed to magnify the blood that sancti- 
fied from sin. Hence she put into the 
spirit of her worshippers and followers 
that denial of God as the Supreme Being 
and one whose name is to be honored 
above every name. Every organization to- 
day that denies the sanctifying blood of 
Jesus is following the example of Semira- 
mis and will lead their people into world- 
liness and away from God. We see in 
many organizations today the spirit of 
this ungodly woman and this spirit is very 
destructive to righteous organization. 

It is said that Semiramis domineered 
over Nimrod and his followers and that 
the whole company was brought under 
her sinful influence. History tells us that 
she had canals cut from the river that 
circled around rheir city in order to pre- 
vent an attack from other tribes. This 
ungodly woman spoiled the efforts of a 
mighty man and a strong people who 
could have been a great blessing. 

In Gen. 11:5-9 it is said that the Lord 


came down to see the city and_ the 
tower which the children of men had 
built and the Lord said, ‘Behold, the 


people is one, and they have all one lan- 
guage; and this they begin to do: and 
now nothing will be restrained from 
them, which they have imagined to do.” 
And the Lord came down and confused 
their language that they could not un- 
derstand one another, so He scattered 
them from thence upon all the face of 
the earth and they left off to build the 
city. It is said that no two of them spoke 
the same language. When they would call 
for brick the laborers would bring up 
slime or mortar and the confusion was 
so great that they left off building and 
scattered into different places. This con- 
fusion came about because of their fail- 
ure to recognize God, Nimrod wanted 
his name to be above every name but God 
has never designed that we should wor- 
ship man and sooner or later every de- 
nomination that worships man will be 
scattered and broken down. God must 
have first place in our lives and hearts if 
we are successful. 

Noah’s sons and their descendants cer- 
tainly could have made rapid advance- 
ment in civilization and government had 
they been careful to follow the Lord, but 
they made a failure because they left God 
out of their plans. Human government 
fails and goes down in defeat because 
the people fail to follow the Lord. Up ta 
this time those who were in authority 
overstepped their rights and placed them- 
selves as leaders and in a position to be 
praised and honored instead of honoring 
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God. In almost every dispensation God 
has some who would honor and follow 
Him and from these faithful ones He has 
been able to plant the truth in the 
hearts of the people. At the close of the 
dispensation of human government God 
found a man over in Mesopotamia whom 
He could trust and who would follow

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Speaking in Tongues Evidence 
of Holy Ghost

under divine power and speaking in 
tongues as the Spirit gives utterance. He 
is exhorting them to preach and prophesy, 
which will edify the body, and plainly 
says that those who are not Christians, 
or the congregation, will not be edified 
if they do not understand. 

v. 13. Paul plainly states that one 
should pray that he may interpret if he 
speaks in tongues, and it is not the same 
as translating languages spoken or writ- 
ten by those who have learned them by 
the study of books. We believe and teach: 
that preaching and prophesying in our 
mother tongue is by far the most effec- 
tive but we do not set aside the working 
power of the Holy Ghost which should 
have preeminence in every heart. 

vv. 14-18. Here Paul says that he will 
pray in his mother tongue and he will al- 
so pray under the power of the Holy 
Ghost, which means speaking in tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance, and _ he 
makes no difference in these. He is ex- 
horting the people not to set aside the 
working power of the Spirit even in 
prayer, Prayer is not to be thought of as 
words of eloquence composed to please 
men, but it should be the sincere desire 
of the heart and Paul plainly says he 
will pray in his own tongue and also un- 
der the power of the Spirit. 

We do not teach that people should 
conduct. public services in a language 
which the hearers do not understand, but 
we do teach that should the Holy Ghost 
(who should have right of way in every 
heart) be pleased to speak through a per- 
son or persons, it certainly would be a 
blessing even though the congregation 
does not understand, but Paul admits 
that his giving of thanks is well and of 
course he edifies himself. 

v. 19. In this verse Paul puts great 
stress on prophesying or preaching with 
the understanding for the purpose of con- 
victing those who hear us, that they may 
be edified. 

v. 20. He here says for us not to be 
children in understanding, but in malice 
be children. He simply means that we 
should be well versed in the Word of 
God and understand how to preach or 
prophesy, but we should not retain malice 
or things in our hearts toward others. 
Children are soon over with little things 
that displease them and so should Chris- 
tians. 

v. 21 has reference to God’s dealings 
with and reproof of Israel in regard to 
nations that came against them, and has 
no direct reference to speaking in tongues 
under the power of the Holy Ghost. 

v. 22. Paul says that tongues are for 
a sign, not to them that believe, but to 
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them that believe not. He refers to speak- 
ing under the power of the Holy Ghost 
and there is something in speak- 
ing under this power that brings convic- 
tion to the hearts of those who do not 
believe. While the word “tongues” does 
not mean languages, yet he is talking 
about the Spirit speaking through people 
and not a language they understand. 

v. 23. He says if the whole church 
come together in one place and does noth- 
ing but speaks in tongues and the un- 
learned or unbelievers come in, they will 
say that you are mad. Paul here was 
straightening out a confusion in the 
Corinthian church and it certainly does 
not minify speaking in tongues as the 
Spirit gives utterance. 

We teach our people to use wisdom and 
conduct services in good order but we 
are always ready to let the Holy Ghost 
have right of way. I never remember 
in my experience as a minister of being in 
a service where they did nothing but 
speak in tongues. This criticism is unjust, 
unreasonable, and without foundation, 
and a I’m sure the critic will have to an- 
swer to God for such perversion of the 
Scriptures and for leading men and wom- 
en into darkness. We believe in govern- 
ment and efficient ministers to teach and 
guide the people but we do not believe in 
man placing his hands on the Holy Ghost. 

vv. 24, 25. Paul is here exhorting the 
people concerning prophecy, which of 
course is twofold. The prophecy spokea 
of here is, no doubt, preaching and ex- 
horting under the power of God, and 
does not minify the Holy Ghost speaking 
through people but it does magnify 
God’s power to use His people to con- 
vince the world. It is revelation by the 
Holy Ghost that brings repentance to 
hearts. The unconverted, seeing the pow- 
er on others, becomes convicted and see- 
ing his selfish condition he repents. 

v. 26. Paul is condemning the entire 
church being guided by their own de- 
sires. He shows the folly of the whole 
church coming together each one having 
a psalm or song, each having his own 
idea of doctrine or selfish aim. 

vv. 27-29. He is here exhorting the 
church at Corinth that if the power falls 
on any one in the business meeting of 
the church and there is no one to inter 
pret it, he should be silent. We believe in 
letting everything be done unto edifica- 
tion and this course of interpretation by 
two or at the most three certainly has 
reference to the business conferences and 
this is always taken care of by the mod- 
erator or pastor. 

vv. 30, 31. Paul says that if one is 
speaking and the Spirit reveals some- 
thing to another, let the one speaking 
keep silent until the second person has 
told whar the Spirit revealed to him. We 
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have never taught that people should all 
preach and talk at the same time but 
there should always be good order and 
while one preaches or prophesies the 
other should listen. 

v. 32. Prophets who are possessed with 
the Spirit of God are always in harmony 
with the spirit of prophecy. If they are 
possessed with the real spirit of prophecy 
there will be no confusion for they will 
submit one to the other. 

v. 33. Paul says that God is not the 
author of confusion, but of peace, in all 
churches of the saints. We admit that 
men become better who are filled with 
the Holy Ghost and that it will bring 
peace, harmony, and edification. The 
Church of God has always put forth ev- 
ery effort to regulate and help its mem- 
bers do things in divine order. 

Before Jesus went away He told His 
disciples to go to Jerusalem and tarry for 
the power. In John 14:16 He says, “I 
will pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever.” v. 26, “But the 
Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, whatso- 
ever I have said unto you.” John 15:26, 


“But when the Comforter is come, whom ° 


I will send unto you from the Father, 
even the Spirit of truth, which proceed- 
eth from the Father, he shall testify of 
me.” Here the Holy Ghost is spoken of 
as a person—‘He”—and this is a direct 
promise from the Savior that He would 
come. In Acts 2:4 the Holy Ghost came 
as was promised by the Lord. It is true 
they received real languages. There were 
seventeen different nationalities repre- 
sented there and they were all Jews who 
had come to the feast. The Bible says 
they every one heard them speak the 
wonderful works of God in their own 
native language. The hearers understood 
what was spoken by the Holy Ghost 
through the ones speaking, because it was 
spoken in their native tongue, but the 
speakers had not been taught these lan- 
guages, nor acquired them by study. 
They were speaking in the tongues of the 
Parthians, Medes, Elamites, dwellers in 
Mesopotamia, Judea, Cappadocia, Pontus, 
Asia, Phrygia, Pamphila, Egypt, parts of 
Libya about Cyrene, strangers of Rome, 
Jews, and proselytes, Cretes, and Arabi- 
ans, and those who heard them said, “We 
do hear them speak in our tongues the 
wonderful works of God.” They under- 
stood them without an interpreter be- 
cause it was the languages of the coun- 
tries wherein they were born, while the 
speakers themselves did not even under- 
stand what they were saying. They were 
speaking under the power of the Holy 
Ghost. 

There is not one verse of scripture 16 
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the Word of God to prove that the Holy 
Ghost or any gift has been withdrawn. 
Many people have received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost since the day ot 
Pentecost and there has never been a 
time in the history of the Christian re- 
ligion but what some consecrated people 
had what is known as the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. You can find people in al- 
most every congregation who can re- 
member that in their early life people fell 
under the power and no one was able to 
understand what they said. 

The Church does not claim to have 
any eye witnesses of Jesus’ personal teach- 
ings and life work today bur the work of 
an apostle may be in existence now and 
there may be men in our day who are 
used of God in this office. It is plain- 
ly stated that one of the qualifications of 
an apostle was to be an eye witness of 
Jesus'and His work and of course in the 
day in which we live this is impossible. 

It is absurd to state that we have no 
prophets, As I have said before, prophecy 
is twofold. First, it is to foretell coming 
events; second, a man may be a prophet 
who preaches the Word and is used un- 
der the power of the Holy Ghost to ex- 
plain and influence men and women to 
believe the Word of God. 

When Jesus was crucified He broke 
down the middle wall of partition and 
made it possible for the Gentile to have 
salvation as well as the Jew. When Peter 
was at Jonna on the housetop praying and 
the two messengers came for him, he 
certainly was sent as a messenger to the 
Gentiles. Cornelius was an officer in the 
Roman army and on him and those who 
heard the Word explained, the Holy 
Ghost fell, and they of the circumcision 
which came with Peter were astonished 
because that upon the Gentiles was 
poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
Many df the Gentiles under Paul’s preach- 
ing received the Holy Ghost. When 
Philip went to Samaria and preached it 
is supposed that some of his congregation 
were Gentiles. It is absurd to state that 
such prophecies would be a direct viola- 
tion of the scripture concerning the 
Church because the Church from the 
cross to the crown is supposed to be made 
up of Jews and Gentiles. 

Peter said unto them, “Repent and be 
baptized, every one of you, in the name of 
Jesus Christ, for the remission of sins.” 
This plainly states that repentance is the 
first thing.,Every one must sincerely re- 
pent then he must be baptized for the 
remission of sins. After this he is to be 
sanctified by the blood of Jesus and re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost. It is 
true that language is not mentioned here 
but the fact remains that those who re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost will speak in 
tongues for the Holy Ghost will speak 
when He comes in. The Holy Ghost 
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knows every language and He may even 
speak in an unknown tongue that only 
God Himself understands. 

There is no scripture in the Bible that 
says there is a gift of languages. Man may 
study and learn to speak languages and 
speak them fluently, but the gift of the 
Holy Ghost refers to the third person of 
the Trinity and not to a language, al- 
though He does speak through the medi- 
ums that He has filled, all the languages 
known. There is no place in the Bible or 
history of the Church that says God sent 
out missionaries and gave them power 
through the Spirit to understand the lan- 
guage of the people to whom they were to 
speak. This always comes by study and 
nowhere in the Bible does it say we may 
acquire through the power of the Holy 
Ghost perfect knowledge of the language 
of any nation. 

S. W. Latimer visited a prayer mecting 
in the city of Atlanta, Ga., 20 years ago 
and there was a Jew in the congregation. 
They heard a little ten-year-old girl speak 
under the power of the Holy Ghost. The 
Jew came forward and told them what 
she said. She had given a message to this 
Jew. He fell on his knees and wept his 
way to Calvary, was saved, sanctified, and 
finally received the Holy Ghost. This lit- 
tle girl’s mother told the Jew the little 
girl did not know anything about the He- 
brew language, but it was the Holy 
Ghost speaking through her. 

Our General Secretary, E. J. Boehmer, 
visited a holiness meeting in California 
and heard some parties speaking in Ger- 
man. They did not know what they were 
saying but he understood them. 

Approximately four or five million 
people in the United States have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost with the evidence 
of speaking in tongues and whether our 
opponents will accept the truth or not, 
it remains a fact. To fight this blessing is 
certainly fighting God’s plan and men 
will be held responsible for it. 

Rev. 22:19, “And if any man _ shail 
take away from the words of the book of 
this prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out ot 
the holy city, and from the things which 
are written in this book.”
